NEW YOEK, Got. 31.— "Some medium 


weight undervests? Yes, sir," said the genial 
haberdasher as he led the way up along the 
counter. "You would like a robin's egg blue, 
or gentlemen of your complexion frequently 
wear salmon pink,'' and be selected a couple 
of boxes from the shelves. I suppose I looked 
as if I thought him crazy, for he added in- 
terrogatively:

"Of course you want silk?" 
"Of course I don't!" I responded, and bis

•"Gentlemen generally wear silk, but wo 
sell many of the woolen ones to old fashioned 
people," he remarked. 


"Let me see the silk ones," I said, and he 


brightened up. 


"These," he said, producing an entire suit 


of underwear of a delicate baby bine tint and 
woven of the finest silk, "are worth,|30 a set. 
You need about four sets. I should suggest 
four different tints," and he whisked out upon 
the counter three duplicates of the blue set in 
salmon pink, mauve and n charmingly deli- 
cate shade of green. I recovered myself. 


"My friend," said I firmly, "I don't know 


what led you to suppose that I am a million- 
aire or an idiot I am neither. I want a 
couple o£ sets oi' plain, serviceable -under- 
wear, capable oi' keeping up a reasonable 
temperature in the carcass of an every day 
newspaper man. Nevertheless, I should like 
to look at these pretty fancies. Tell me, how 
much, does it cost to dress a genuine dude}" 


The haberdasher laughed. 
"You want just ;tho sort of things I wear 


myself," and he satisfied my desires in short 
order.

I have customers who spend $5,000 or $0,000 
a year. To begin with underclothes. He 
needs at least four weights and four suits of 
each. Here is an extra heavy silk suit for 
midwinter which costs fOO. It is pure silk, 
the finest quality, and is, as you see, hand- 
somely embroidered up the front. Too good 
to wear under the coat? Oh, no, though we 
have them without the embroidery and not 
so .finely made for less money. 
As 


matter of fact, plain silk under- 


wear is by no means as extravagant 
as you would suppose. It is an excellent 
guard against rheumatism, and many people 
wear it on that account alone. Then a good 
quality silk under-rent at, say, $15, will out- 
wear three woolen ones, and you have the 
luxurious feeling that, the woven silk next 
the skin imparts. Of course the embroidery 
and extra fine finish of these $50 suits add 
nothing to the durability but much to the ex- 
pense. The same is true of silk socks," he 
added, producing several boxes containing 
hosiery of variegated hues. "The acme of 
quality- comes at about $5 per pair. After 
that the price represents fancy work and 
runs up to $10 or $13. There is a new fad 
which is very comfortable and popular in 
socks, which consists in having the toes made 
separate like the fingers of a glove. It is an 
English notion and they are called 'spx.' 
Black silk with delicate embroidered clocks 
or vines and various geometrical patterns 
over the instep, and up the front of the ankle 
are most popular for evening dress, while the 
new shades of copper, almond brown, serpent 
green and cedar green, gobelin blue, terra 
cotta and orange red are worn during the • 
day. Solid colors are popular for hosiery, 
stripes and dots having about gone out; 
though we lately filled an order for a young 
man for six dozen assorted pairs, with his 
monogram worked on the instep in contrast- 
ing colors. They cost him $60 a dozen. 


"Night shirts are made of soft China 'silk, 


embroidered with light blue, red and ; green 
silks. They ore much more comfortable than 
the old fashioned linen ones, and cost from 
$8 to $12 a piece, according to the amount of 
embroidery upon them. They are either 
snow white or a delicate fawn color, and' ara 
ornamented in every style, from plain stitch- 
ing to the most elaborate embroidery. 
"In shirts, embroidery and fancy work ii 


going out, both -for day time and evening 
dress. The best we can do is fine linen at $6 
a piece. Striped shirts will not be worn this 
winter, though there is a vigorous effort to 
introduce large blue and red polka dots on 
shirt bosoms. I think plain white will bold 
the popular taste," and the worthy 'haber- 
dasher sighed as if some 'one had dona him 
a personal injury. 


He brightened up, however, as he produced 


some, handkerchief boxes and displayed their 
contents. 


"Ain't they just gorgeous?" he exclaimed, 


forgetful of grammar in his enthusiasm. 
They were glaring Scotch plaids. Red, blue 
and yellow strobic circles, squares, zigzags, 
and cross bars in every conceivable hue 
made one dizzy to look at them. 


"These run from $1 to $3 a piece, and will

A meeting of the Typotheta was he'd 
this morning, at which it wan agreed that 
all should stand firmly together, and the 
first assessment of five per cent, on the 
subscription of $10,000 made yesterday 
was paid in. The resolutions passed at 
last night's meeting by the Pressmen's 
Union were received, bat no action was 
taken, and the meeting adjourned until 
to-morrow. 


Tho action of the Pressmen's Union is 


watched with great anxiety on all sides, 
as their places, should they decide to 
make the cause of the compositors their 
own, would be very difficult to supply. 
The union is forty-six strong, and in- 
cludes nearly all the pressmen employed 
In the job offices in this city. 
Mr. Henry 


J. Kline, president of the Pressmen's 
Union, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
this morning: 
"Our attitude does not 


seem to be clearly understood by the pub- 
lic. 
We never had any intention of strik- 


ing at 
twelve o'clock to-dav, as a 


morning paper reports, and no such reso- 
lution was presented, although one was 
prepared. 
The resolution adopted was 


simply one of sympathy, and in no way 
pledges us to strike at any time. We 
have no complaints to make on our own 
part, and no grievances to be redressed. 
We shall go right along dolnt? our work 
until tbo next meeting of the Union takes 
place, which will ba on Tuesday night. 
Unless some very unforeseen contin- 
gency should arise, there is no possibility 
of any strike taking place before that 
time, when tho matter will be fully dis- 
cussed." 


The compositors express themselves as 


firmly determined to fight to the bitter 
end, and are greatly inclined to doubt the 
statements made by the employers that 
their absence is not seriously felt. They 
are part cularly desinous of Inducing the 
pressmen to join them, as they believe 
ehat by so dom? the strike would be 
brought to a sudden and and the triumph 
of the workmen assured. 


A telegram received this morning from 


the executive committee of the Pressman's 
Union of Chicago, announcing that the 
employers bad been informed tbat if the 
difficulties were not composed the union 
would arrange to take a hand in the fight 
at the meeting to be held to-morrow night, 
was regarded as a most favorable augury 
of the probable aotlon of the pressmen ot 
tbis city. 
It is strenuously denied that 


any considerable cumber of the union 
men have given in.

Chair- 
man Purcell of the board did not talce 
part In its deliberation, on account of his 
connection with the union, which Is one 
of the parties to the controversy.

and the strike continues. Several of the 
strikers have returned to work, and a 
number of printers from abroad have 
reached the city and are now busy at 
tbeir cases. Editors, reporters and others, 
who have had some experience at type- 
setting, have exchanged pen and cenoil 
for the composing stick. The strikers are 
orderly, but busy in trying to persuade 
those who came from outside of the city 
not to take work. They have pickets out 
at tho entrances to the newspaper offices 
and at the raili oad stations.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—The preparation oi 


the police to protect Mr. Balfoor on his ar- 
rival at Birmingham yesterday afternoon 
were astounding in their completeness and 
ridiculous in their magnitude. The plat- 
forms of the railroad stations and the ap- 
proaches thereto were patroled by a 
large number of detectives heavily armed, 
and upon alighting from the train the 
Irish secretary was met by the chief ot 
the Birmingham police who walked on 
one side while detectives Icoptat bis elbow 
on the other. Even Tories who believe 
or pretend to believe that Mr. Balfonr 
is watched by Irish assassins too eager to 
seize the first opportunity presenting 
itself to kill him, were amazid at the ex- 
tent of the arrangements of the police to 
guard against an attack upon the rather 
effeminate gentleman who is intrusted 
with the work of crushing the spirits and 
overthrowing the common rights of th«

precautions certainly overtopped 
any 


thing of the kind that has bean considered 
necessarv to the protection of a govern- 
ment official in Ireland, and came nearly 
to a tacit admission that the course ot the 
Government in applying the Coercion act 
has aroused the indignation of the people 
of England as well as of Ireland.

This morning at the hoar ot 6:30 the

He Was a Bobber. 


C. W. Pringle sends us a late copy of 


the Galveston News telling of the ex- 
ploits and killing of John Maier, a young 
man from Monticello, HI., by Express 
Messenger Smith, near El Paso, Texas, 
last month. John was a train robber. 
He was identified by his brother, William 
Maier. The brother, on his arrival at El 
Paso, was shown the photograph of John, 
his watch and clothing. " Yes, he was 
my brother," said William with a trem- 
bling voice. "I recognize him by the 
photograph, and I know the watch and 
the clothes. I am 23 years old; Johnny 
was two years younger. He left home 
six years ago, and has been home three 
times since. He came home three years 
ago and we did not see him again until 
last June. He was at home in Monticello 
nearly all the month of June. He had 
this fine gold watch then and about $400 
in money. He said he was living in El 
Paso, and working at brick-making; he 
left Monticello about July 1. He came 
back there again about October 1st and 
stayed two days. He did not let us see 
how much money he had on this last 
visit, but one of the boys with whom he 
associated in Monticello told me he saw 
Johnny have four or five $100 bills. He 
carried all his money away with him. We 
did not see or hear anything more from 
him until the news came that he was 
killed; I did not at first recognize that 
photograph of him, taken after death. 
The hair is too dark, but the undertaker 
tells me that his hair was dyed, and a 
bottle of dye was found in his trunk. I 
shall not take his body back with me."

.raoted 5,000 bushels to a feeder to be 
delivered through the winter and spring, 
offered the feeder $25 to release him 
'rom 
his contract. The contract price 


was about 41c. Feeders will consume all 
;he corn for sale in this vicinity, and the 
ihipments of corn from Lexington will 
>e light this year.

'rom a business standpoint, for the one who 
as the money to invest. A little arithmetic 
will make this plain. The lot on which the 
ouse was built was valued at $400. , The 
onse, with walks, well, cistern and outbuild- 
ings, cost tflOO. Here is a total investment of 
1,SOO. The purchaser paid *300 in cash, 
here remained 81,000 to pay out. The fater- 


»8t on 11,000 for ono year at 6 per cent, 
would be $60, but as tho volume of interestis 
educed as tho payments are made the actual 
ntorest for tho full period would average 
ne-half of $UO, or *3U per year. To maka 
his point clear I will state this another way. 
'he principal is being reduced all the time as 
ihe monthly payments are made. Asthe pay- 
ments decrease the amount of interest neces- 
sarily decreases, as there ifl not so much 
principal on which to pay interest. As a 
natter of fact one pays interest on just one 
lalf of $1,000 for the full period, or, what 
amounts to tho same thing, the average in- 
ereat on the full amount for the period is 
3 per cent.

It would 
take $10.99!4 per month to pay for a house 
cf this kind in ten years with a cash payment 
of $300. It might be said that nobody but a 
philanthropist would sell property in this 
way. 
In the cose ol which I speak the 


philanthropist IB the local manager of the 
property of a life Insurance company which 
o\vns quite a largo amount of unimproved rea 
estate in a western city, and has surplus 
capital on which they desire to realize. It is 
a good thing for the company. By thi! 
menus they are enabled to unload their rea 
tstato and to use their money profitably. 


Tliia is not strictly architectural talk, bu 


it may result in showing some one uow to get 
a home or in showing some oue else how to 
make use of idle capital in a safe and profit- 
able way. This amounts to not only furnish- 
ing tho plan of the house, but as well shows 
how it may be realized in substance in on 
easy, comfortable way. To the man who has 
money to invest it is a good deal better to sell 
Ills houses in this way than it is to rent them. 
Ho gets tho interest on his money, which is 
nil ho expects under any circumstances, and 
lrats rid of the houses, possibly at a profit, 
Laforo they begin to run down and need re- 
pairs. In one sense it is the same thing as 
ronting the house and selling it at the same 
time. This is the view which tho capitalist 
ti»kes of tho situation. By looking into it a 
little farther he may see that he is not to be 
troubled by insurance, a vacant house or re- 
pairs The cash payment is sufficient to pro- 
tect the expense of foreclosing tho mortgage 
and the rental of the house during the time 
for redemption. If thut is not so he can in- 
crease the cash payment. I take this lengthy 
view of tho situation from the capitalist's 
standpoint because he usually takes more 
persuasion to go into a thing of this kind 
than does tho purchaser

WATERLOO, Belgium, Oct. 16.—I have been 


out here for some time trying to discover 
why Napoleon Bonaparte bad the "destiny" 
all licked out of bun by the allies on this 
spot and its vicinity something like seventy- 
five years ago, and as far as I am able to 
judge, it was owing entirely to the miserably 
cruel and heartless manner in which he 
treated Josephine, and was in the nature of 
retributive justice. 
Of all uninteresting 


places to visit, I think an extinct battlefield 
comes first, and this one varies from its fel- 
lows only in the fact that it is an everlasting 
warning to men to treat their wives de- 
cently. If ever bristles grew on a man's back 
they grew on Napoleon's, and as I wandered 
over the field of Waterloo and thought of the 
man's unsated gluttony of empire, of his 
limitless selfishness, of his coldblooded am- 
bition, and looked back to the cruel 
day on which he told Josephine that

reasons of state, set 


her aside and 
put 
another 
in her 


place, it did my son] good to feel that Water- 
loo was synonymous with disaster and defeat, 
and that Napoleon was the party who had 
been Waterlooed, That's about all I saw in 
the battlefield, and the fate of nations and 
dynasties and the rise and fall of empires 
were all obscured by this glorious vindication 
of an abused wife, and I was about to gather 
my skirt* about me and jump np and hooray, 
when Dickey restrained my impetuosity by a 
loud scream at a snake in the grass, and we 
both went over the ditch into the road in a 
state of panic. 


Waterloo being a good, quiet place, I have 


chosen it as a point to sit down at or on for 
the purpose of collating what I may have to 
say in this letter, 


It is ten miles or so from Brussels, and is 


in the midst of a country much like blue 
grass Kentucky in appearance, but without 
the three cardinal virtues of that section, to 
wit: pretty women, good whisky and fine 
horses. I know from personal observation 
that the first and last are not present, and 
a long limbed Kentuckian from Paris 
(France) informs me that the total absence of 
tho second is one of the most painful experi- 
ences he ever underwent so far from home, 
and never while at home.

It is spoken by the girls 
who sell trinkets, relics, etc., on the field, and 


was first apprised of it when I offered agirl 
half franc for a picture she wanted two 
races for. I thought, of course, she would 
0 the regular thing, and begin to hedge and 
cut the figures; but she didn't. On the con- 
rary, she looked at me roguishly, and with a 
een little smile she replied: 
"Ah, lady, you've got no green in yom 
ye." 
A little party hod gathered by this time, 


all bareheaded and rosy cheeked, and when 1 
larted away there was a chorus of "Ta, tal" 
Come again," "See you later" and other 
Americanisms, which, I learned afterward, 
he girls hod picked up in various flirtations 
with spry young men from Uncle Sam's do- 
ninions. It is about the only place where I 
lave heard any slang, too, and this reminds 
me that I have not heard a profane oath 
ince I have been on the Continent, except 
iy some one who has had previous training 
n America, and I am really ashamed to ac- 
knowledge it. 
The profanity and slang 


which vitiate our language constitute one of 
he chief elements distinguishing American 
Dnglish from the other varieties I have men- 
ioned elsewhere in this letter. 
The other day over in Antwerp I came 


across another one of our representative 
Americans abroad. It -was really two, but 


they were married I suppose it is all right 


to say one. They had apparently jnst landed, 
as Antwerp is quite a place for continental 
onders, and they were in the cathedral see- 
ng what was to be seen for the mark they 
lad paid at the door. 


"My! myl"said she, stopping before Eu- 


>ens' masterpiece," "The Descent from the 
Cross." "this must be a fine one, it's so aw- 
ulbtg." 
"Yes, I guess it is," replied the husband, 


picking his way through a new guide book 
us red as a Kentucky politician's nose. 


"Whose is it?" said she. 
"The book says it's Rubens', but I don't see 


any name on the picture," Ije said, with some 
uncertainty. 


"Did you say it was Rubens' p she asked, 


after a moment's further investigation. 


"That's what the book says," said hs. 
"It's rather indefinite," sbo said. "Euben 


who! 
What's his last name!" 


Give it up," said the man. "All the book 


says is fiat it is Rubens, and I suppose that's 
all the name he hod, like Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John and a lot more of those old 
ancients," and then they went on around the 
cathedral comprehending %vhat they could 
and guessing at the rest 


Another one not quite so bad grew out of 


.his some painter's name, but in this case the 
iorticeps criminis, so to speak, were men. 
They were before a portrait. 


"Who's it by!" asked the one that didn't 


lave a guide book. 


Rubens, P. P.," read the other from the 


book. 


"Yes, IVe heard of him, but what's the 'P. 
P.' for!" questioned the first one. 


"Well, I ain't much up in art abbrevia- 


tions," replied the other, "but taking it by 
and large, I should say 'P. P.' stood for Por- 
trait Pointer.'" 


"And yet there are those who wonder why 


art hasn't greater development in America, 
why every city in the country hasn't a gal- 
lery in which copies at least of the greatest 
pictures and greatest sculptures of the great 
masters may bo seen and studied," said 
1 to Dickey when I had read her what I had 
written. 


"Very true," said she; "and while yon are 


about it, you might as well add to that lost 
story an explanation to the effect that 'P. P.' 
stands for 'Peter Paul,' the artist's name, lest 
gome other American be led astray." 


But I scorn the insinuation, and leave the 


story just as it is. 


There's a good deal of art in Belgium, and 


Rubens flourishes in all galleries like a green 
bay boss, but I don't like Rubens. He paints 
nude figures by the score, and you are always 
undecided whether his flesh tints are suffer- 
ing with the scarlet fever or have simply been 
dropped for atninute into boiling water, while 
his women have figures that ought to make 
a Venus get down ofl of a canvas, and go 
into a slugging match with Sullivan. In 
Brussels I went to the Wiertz gallery, the 
finest collection of allegorical torpid livers in 
the world. Wiertz, I imagine, was born bil- 
ious, and he never got over it. He depicts 
murders and suicides, and people in coffins, 
and visions after decapitation, and all man- 
ner of horrid things, and to make them more

An hour inhtegaltery 
wffl give anybody the jimjams, Dickey says, 
but I don't know what the jimjams is or are, 
and so just how bad she thinks it is I cant 
say.

The preffiest, most pleasing picture a 


Europe is the life size portrait of Queen 
Louise of Prussia, the present kaiser's mother, 
in the Cologne gallery, by Richter. The 
artist has attired her very simply in white, 
pnt a graceful crowp across her hair and re- 
presented her as cooii ng down a short flight of 
steps, apparently to meet some one. 
The 


face is of exquisite loveliness, and there is 
grace and life and warmth ill every touch of 
the brush. A crowd of women stood before 
it the day I was there, and they seemed to 
give it an admiration deeper and tenderer 
than men could possibly have done. 


If she hod been alive, however, and could 


have walked among them, the usual female 
jealousy would have shown itself, and the 
deepness and tenderness of admiration would 
have token another form. 


That afterthought is not my own; it was 


suggested by a man who believes that women 
only admire women when they are in pic- 
tures, statuary or some other non-competi- 
tive condition. 


Brussels is the capital of Belgium, and 


while Belgium isn't much of a power among 
the powers, its capital Is one of the finest 
cities on tho continent, and for its size (400,- 
000) it is the finest. We haven't been to see the 
lace workers yet.

APES 'AS FISHEKMEN. 


Tli« AmmlDg Ways of a Bright 


Javanese Monkey*. 


Apes and monkeys are always amus- 


ing creatures, and it is great fun to 
watch their tricks; but there is one ape, 
a native of the island of Jayi, who 
outdoes most of his relatives in the way 
of being ridiculous, especiallj when 
he amuses himself aa a fishermau. 


This ape is very fond of sb all-fish, 


and there is a certain kind of sand-crab 
that suits his palate exactly. These 
crabs dig little homes for themselves 
deep in the sand, and thither they re- 
tire when they want a quiet rest or 
when any danger threatens. When 
all is well, they spend their timo sun- 
ning themselves at the entrance of their 
holes, or hopping along tho water's 
edge in search of food. 


The apes know their waj's, and while 


the crabs are looking for a dinner, they 
also are bent on obtaining one for 
themselves.

r.ove very quickly. They wnit until 
they see a party of crabs apparently 
unconscious of danger, and 
busily 


engaged 
in 
discussing a 
bit of 


sea-weed or devouring the insects they 
are so fond of. Movinsr stealthily for- 
'vard as close as the dare, the npe gives 
a sudden leap, and seizes as many as 
possible of the poor, 
unsuspecting 


crabs, which are speedily crunched 
into a shapeless mass by hi' strong 
jaws and devoured. 


But the crabs are very active, too, 


and it often happens that they will 
take alarm in time to scamper quickly 
to their holes, and so cheat the ape out 
of his anticipated meal. WUen this 
occurs, llie ape has recourse to a strata^ 
gem which proves how intelligent he 
really is, anil which makes him appear, 
as I have said, one of the most amus- 
ing and ridiculous of creatures. 


The ape of Java, unlike othurs of his 


species, possesses a very long tail, fie 
mores quickly up to the hole into which 
he has seen the crab disappear, thrusts 
his tail into it, and awaits events. The 
crab, indignant at such an intrusion, 
makes a spirited attack, an<l fastens 
upon it. This is precisely what the 
ape wants. He gives a sudden spring 
forward, the crab, having n:> time to 
collect his ideas; is drawn to the sur- 
face, and in a moment the apo has him 
in his claws. Poor crab! vicsim of his 
anxiety to punish the invasion of his 
home! One traveler tells us that 
"there is a comical look of suspense on 
the ape's face as he thrusis his tail 
into the hole and awaits for Die crab to 
seize it." '-^-Harper's Young 1'eople.
